N'A DEATH TRAP, 


Two of the Band Killed and An- 
other Badly Wounded. 


GOT LEAD INSTEAD OF GOLD. 


Officers on a Train Which Six Men 
Tried to Rob in Southern 
Kentucky. 


Bpecial to The Post-Dispatch. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 27.—One 
of the most daring and at the same time 
most unsuccessful attempts at train rob- 
bery occurred at 2:30 a. m. to-day near | 
Greenwood, in the Southern part of Ken- 
tucky, when six men undertook to rob the 
south-bound train, No. 3, Queen & Crescent, 
which left Cincinnati at 8 o’clock last night. 
One of the six bandits was killed outright, 
another died at 4 o’clock this morning and 
a third, giving the name of Miller, now lies 
at Cumberland Falls severely wounded. 


The other three have not yet been heard 
from. The train was delayed not more than 
ten minutes and reached Chattanooga at 
8 a. m. to-day on time. 

The railway and express authorities had 
been apprised that an attempt would be 
made to hold up the train, and were pre- 
pared for the robbery. On the express car 
when it pulled out of Cincinnati were T. R. 
Griffin, Superintendent of the secret ser- 
vice of the Queen and Crescent Route, with 
Willl Eddie of Oakville, Tenn., and Will All- 
good of Chattanooga, two special offi- 
cers, all armed and ready for any emer- 
gency. The train men knew of the prepara- 
ne and had been armed for the expected 


ttle. 

The train made its usual speed through 
Kentucky, as no danger was feared until 
the mountain region was entered in the 
southern part of the State near the Tennes- 
see line. 

Just as the train moved out of tunnel No. 
d. a mile north of Greenwood in Pulaski 
County, the engineer say a light ahead on 
the track. Steam was shut off and the train 
goon came to a full stop. When the train 
halted a tall, lank-bearded countryman,

face of the engineer, Tom Springfield, or- 
Gered him to stand still, which he did, While 
the fireman, Daisy Rankin, who was next 
to the outlaw, observed a discreet silence. 

Four men, wearing broad-brimmed slouch 
hats and home-made clothes, climbed into 
the baggage car, which they evidently mis- 
took for the express. J. Donovan, baggage 
master, was not disturbed. The road de- 
tectives, Thomas Griffin, chief detective 
from Somerset, Will Eddie of Oakvale, 
Tenn., and Will Allgood of Chattanooga, 
were in the smoking car when the train stop- 
ped at this out-of-the-way place. Allgood 
stepped out on the right side to see what 
was going on. 

As he stepped down he was ordered to 
throw up his hands by a man who had a 
revolver, but instead, he pulled his gun 
and began firing. The other robbers took 
fright at the shooting, and jumping from 
the baggage car, began a perfect fusillade 
of shots. Eddie and Griffin had appeared 
on the scene meantime and the battle be- 
gan. But it was wholly one-sided, for the 
robbers were taken by surprise, and fired 
but few shots, all of which went wild, and 
not an officer or trainman got a scratch. 

After the retreat of the bandists, leaving 
the dead and wounded companions behind, 
the officers found that one of the gang was 
dead, one shot having gone through his head 
and another through the body. A second 
robber was fatally wounded, two balls hav- 
ing pierced his breast. The third man, who 
gays his name is Miller, was _ severely 
wounded in the right leg. His wound may 

et prove fatal. After being shot he clam- 

on the tender and was taken to 
Damberiand Falls, where he was given in 
charge of the operator. Three of the attack- 
ing party escaped, one being the man guard- 
ing the engineer, who fled soon after the 
battle began. t 

The dead brigands were left lying by the 

rack while the officers gave chase to the 

ugitives. The wounded man claims to be 
a tramp from Pennsylvania. 

There has been no identification of the 
dead robbers, but the belief is that they are 
mountaineers who lived somewhere in the 
locality of the attack. 

The spot selected for their work was well 
chosen, as there is not a house within a 
mile, a deep cut is on one side, while a ra- 
vine flanks the other side of the road and 
the track makes oneofnumerous turns just 
beyond. This is the first effort to hold up a 
Cincinnati Southern train. To the credit of 
trainmen the train pulled into the depot 
exactly on time. Pete Gorman was conduc- 
tor on the train and Sam Laske express- 
man.

One Robber Mounted the Engine, bu 
Did No Shooting. 
CHATANOOGA, Tenn., March 27.—Cinain- 
nati Southern train No. 3 arrived here on 
time to-day, although it stopped a few min-t 

utes to kill three train robbers. 

A News representative met the train on 
its arrival here and obtained the following 
interviews from the conductor and engineer: 

Engineer Tom Springfield has been run- 
ning on the road for a number of years and 
is regarded as avery reliable engineer. This 
ie his first experience with train robbers 
and he told the following story: 

“We were coming along on time. Engine 
586 is a hummer, and Rankin, my fireman, 
was keeping her hot. We had mail, express 
und baggage, a smoker, two day coaches and 
two sleepers. We left Somerset on time. I 
glowed down a little as we ran through tun- 
nel No. 9, about ten miles south of Somerset, 
in Pulaski County, Ky. 

“About 800 yards this side of the tunnel a 
man on the track with-a white light lan- 
tern flagged me down. 

“This is one of the loneliest spots on the 
entire road. You know it is up on the rough

OFFICIALS HIGHLY GRATIFIED. 

CINCINNATI, O., March 27.—The men 
wearing the broadest smiles here to-day are 
General Manager Carroll of the Queen and 
Crescent Route and General Manager Bar- 
rett of the Adams Express Co. It is all on 
account of the extraordinary occurrence at 
2:30 this morning near Greenwood, Ky., 
‘where in the mountains, 175 miles from Cin- 
cinnati and twenty-three miles from the 
State line between Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky, the south-bound train was stopped 
by six robbers just as it emerged from the 
mouth of a tunnel, and after a battle lastin 
7 ten minutes half the robbers were Killed 
and wounded and the other half fied. 

General Manager Carroll has received no 
details of how the battle began or what tac- 
tics were used, his dispatches being of the 
briefest form, dealing only with t main 
facts of the great victory. is proud of the 
fact that this effective service was per- 
formed under the immediate direction of 
their special agent in charge of the police 
3 of the road. 

ral Manager Barrett of the Adams 

Express Co., who is also delighted with the 
brief story of the affair, which reached him 
in about the same form as that to the rail- 
road officials, says he looks upon this as an 
important event. The express company has 
adopted the plan of a secret service to pro- 
tect its property against robbers. This is 
the first result of the new method. While it 
is costly, it is infinitely more effective than 
any amount of lynx-eyed detective business 
employed to arrest and punish robbers, Pre- 
vention, he thinks, in this matter is better 
than cure. Supt. Barrett says the robbers 
could have had no knowledge of the amount 
of money carried by the train; that they 
made their attack asa pure venture. He de- 
clines to say what would have been their re- 
ward if they had been successful.

TAMPA, Fla., March 27.—Havana passen- 
were by the Olivette bring the rumor that 
the insurgents have taken possession of 
Bayona and Manzanillo, repulsing Col. San- 
tocilde’s troops at Manzanillo with heavy 
joss, The rumor was current at the Louvre, 
but newspapers simply announced the fact 
that Santocilde had met the insurgents at 
Manzanillo. As the Louvre is the resort of 
many Spanish officers, from whom the 
rumor gained circulation in Havana, it 1s 
generally credited. No news of the battle 
can be gained through newspapers. 

A Cuban gentleman says every item of 
war news is almost identically the same in 
every particular published in Havana. The 
uniformity is astonishing to an American, 
but he says it is obtained in this way: 

When the Captain-General desires to give 
any information about the insurrection he 
notifies all the newspaper offices. Reporters 
are at once sent to the palace and, seated 
At a long table, they write at the dictation 
of a Government official. Nothing but this 
official news is allowed published by the 
Government in Havana, he says. 

The Cubans vehemently deny the rumor 
that this is a race war. Conscription of 
Cubans for military duty is being advocated 
by the Spanish officers in Havana, and it is 
believed that such a movement will soon be 
made. About twenty-five young men ar- 
rived from Havana, anticipating such a 
movement. Their parents are anxious to 
have them escape such unwelcome service. 
Some of them, they say, hope to make their 
way into the Cuban lines from this country, 
but they have no desire to bear arms for 
Spain, 

There are about twenty schooners fitting 
out here now, ostensibly for the sponge 
banks, but it is not believed that that is the 
destination of all of them.

WANT IT SETTLED. 


Hawallan Officiale Anxious to Know 
Their Rights to Deport People. 
VANCOUVER, British Columbia, March 
27.—Regarding the suit brought by the Ha- 
walian exiles, Mueller, Cranston and John- 
son, against the Canadian-Australian 


Steamship Co., E. P. Davis, counsel for the 
company, said in an interview regarding the 
attitude of the Hawaiian Government in 
the case: The Government officials are 
anxious to have the question settled as to 
their right to deport dangerous characters 
from the islands, when the latter are, as 
during the late crisis, under martial law. 
They claim such a right in the present in- 
stance and are anxious to have that right 
established by a judicial decision in another 
country. Mr. Kinney came here with au- 
thority to retain special counsel to represent 
them, but upon examination decided to leave 
the matter as it was, cOnsequently I am not 
retained by the Hawaiian Government at 
all, but in looking after the interests of the 
present defendants, I am raising the point 
they wished to see raised and settled, which 
comes to the same thing.

MERKS FAMILY MURDER: 


Intense Interest Over the Taylor Broth- 
ers’ Trial. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. a 

CARROLLTON, Mo., March 7.— There 
are about 350 witnesses and strangers in 
town, who arrived late last evening from 
Linn and Sullivan counties, attending the 


trial of the Taylor brothers. . 

The case was called at II o'clock, at witich 
time the defendants, George E. and Wil- 
liam P; Taylor, were taken to the Court- 
house. A large crowd gathered to see them 
and the Court-house is filled to suffocation. 
Prosecuting Attorney Bresnehan of Linn 
County is watching the case very closely 
and says the State is amply prepared to 
prove that the Taylor brothers committed 
the crime; that if they are acquitted it will 
not be for lack of evidence of their guilt. 
There are many rumors, some of an ex- 
ceptionally serious nature, circulated here 
to-day. If correct, some of those interested 
will be apt to suffer. 

The principal witness for the State is 
Nellie Meeks, the 8-year-old daughter of 
the unfortunate man and wife who were 
Slain with their other two children. She 
was struck on the head and her skull frac- 
tured and only escaped because the brutal 
murderers thought she was dead. When she 
recovered consciousness she made her way 
to neighbors near-by, to whom she told the 
story of the awful crime. The greatest

interest centers in the testimony to be given 
by the child.

With regard to recent criticisms of the 
management of the police, Commissioner 
Lee said Wednesday: The Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners, with the aid of the 
Chief of Police, is r the depart- 
ment upon approved, careful and con- 
servative business principles, just as a 
great mercantile business should be con- 
ducted, in order to produce the best results. 

The appropriations will not be exceeded 
at the close of the fiscal year, and we shall 
confine. ourselves to the amount appro- 
priated to conduct the department. 

The thirty-five men who were provided 
for by resolution at the last meeting, and 
who have been selected, and whose appoint- 
ment was confirmed Tuesday, were ap- 
pointed because of the proximity of the 
spring and summer seasons of the year, 
when the parks, the suburbs and the city 
generally need most police supervision. It 
is: the season of picnics, of outdoor sports, 
of excursions and of travel, when many 
residences, vacated by those leaving for 
the summer, need more careful watching, 
and when there is more driving and pleas- 
ure-seeking generally. 

There is no intention on the part of the 
department to drop, discharge or retire a 
large body of men, and such action is not 
at all, and will not be, necessary in order 
to carry the extra appointments. The ex- 
tra appointments can be easily provided for 
by the dismissals,‘ resignations, deaths, 
sickness, etc., in ordinary course, during the 
year, without exceeding our appropriations 
one cent; and it is entirely reasonable, and 
it is good 4 from a standpoint of effi- 
ciency and careful management, that the 
force should have the advantage of its full 
capacity and strength during the season 
when the strength is most needed. All the 
men selected under the new ordinance, and 
the extra probationary patrolmen put on 
have been selected solely on account of fit- 
ness and qualifications, after a most rigid 
and careful examination by the department 
surgeon, the board and the Chief of Police, 
and have all been recommended and in- 
dorsed for character and fitness by the very 
best citizens of St. Louis. 

“In making selections many rejections 
were made for physical, educational and 
moral causes. The German element has 
been pretty well represented in the appoint- 
mnts, as will be seen if you note all the 
names in the list. Several of the new Ser- 
geants are Germans, three, possibly four,

SMOOTH BORE GUNS NOW. 


How to Save the Cost of Rifling and In- 
crease the Endurance of Ordnance. 


The very heavy cost of modern guns 
is largely due to the time and labor which 
are necessarily expended upon the operation 
of rifling them. It is almost impossible so 
to make the gun and the projectile that the 
soft driving bands of the latter shall, at the 
moment of discharge, eccurately fit into 
the grooves and lands of the bore, and al- 
low no gases to pass ahead. When these 
gases do pass ahead of the projectile they 
score and damage the interior of the gun; 
and, where the new powders are used and 
the gasses of combustion attain an enor- 
ous degree of heat, the process of deteriora- 
tion, especially in weapons of large caliber, 
is often very rapid. A Swedish engineer, 
Mr. ’ T. Unge, has devised a method 
whereby he hopes to save, not only the 
cost of rifling,but also the interior wear and 
tear for which rifling is responsible. He 

roposes to construct all guns as smooth 

ores, and to fit the projectiles with gas 
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D 
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checks, which shall render it practically im- 
possible for any gases to rush — them. 
In order to convey to the projectile an axial 
rotary motion, such es is gt present con- 
veyed to it by the action of the rifling, he 
has invented a mechanical arrangement 
which, at the instant of firing, gives to the 
gun itself an axial rotary motion. The na- 
ture of this device is shown in the accom- 
panying illustration. It consists of a rotary 
mounted holder containing the projectile, 
and a spindle provided with a bearing in 
the rear wall of the casing, by means of 
which the rotary movement to the pro- 
jectile is secured. He has satisfied himself 
that the effect upon the projectile is ex- 
actly the same as is produced by the con- 
stant or increasing twist of an ordinary 
rifled gun; and he is of the opinion that the 
adoption of his system, while giving equal 
or even improved accyracy of fire, will re- 
duce the cost of heavy ns by one-half 
and add fully 100 per cent to their endur- 
ance.

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TOLD OF JAY GOULD, 


His First Lesson in Watering Stock 
Taught by a Boy. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

GLEN FALLS, N. V. March 25.—J. L. In- 
galebe of this city tells this anecdote of the 
late Jay Gould:

When You Write You Scatter Diamonds 
on the Paper.

It has been discovered that when you dip 
your pen in ink and write a letter you 
make brilliant crystals all over the paper. 
The poet has been described as putting 
down his “burning thoughts,” but now it 
seems they freeze unless he happens to 
write with a lead-pencil. 

These crystals appear whether you write 
a poem or simply sign your name to a 
check. 

You must let the ink dry. Then if you 


look at it through a werful micr 
magnifying some 300 diameters you will oon 
all sorts of beautiful forms. These ap 

in endless variety, but with all the sym- 
metry of frost crystals or of those chemic- 
als which precipitate into flowers and geo- 
metrical forms before your eyes. 

Dr. E. Trouessart, a French savant has 
recently investigated this interesting 
branch of science, and has produced some 
exquisite examples of what he calls „Heures 
de l’encre.” The method employed is very 
en A drop of ink is allowed to dry on 
a slip of glass and, when observed under a 
microscope, shows the crystallization.

There are no crystals in the ink as it 
smoothly glides from the point of your pen 
to the 4 but they rapidly be to a 

ear as the ink dries, forming in exquisite 
ashion as on water that is quickly freez- 
ing. Under the miscroscope of the savant, 
who has investigated this subject, Ke 
crystals appeared in an instant while the 
ink was drying, making geometrical forms 
at the bidding of some mysterious force. 

Squares and crosses were numerous, 
There were forms that looked like tele- 
graph poles and others that seemed like 
gridirons. Facetted gems radiating light 
suddenly sprang into existence under the 
astonished eyes of the man of science.

Who knew before that ink could be so 
brilliant?

His gorgeous word-painting 
will astonish the beholder when put under 
the magnifying glass.

THE LOBBY AND FELLOW SERVANTS. 


That the lobby expects an extra session 
of the Legislature is shown by the sly 
work that is being done by their organs 
to discredit in advance the fellow-servant 
bill that will be urged by the labor or- 
ganizations in case the extra session is 
called. As the Post-Dispatch has pointed 
out, when the lobby despairs of killing 
a fellow-servant law by direct vote it be- 
comes deeply enamored of “principle” 
and insists that the law be made “gen- 
eral’’ in its application. 

The obvious purpose of this is to in- 
‘ crease the opposition to the law by widen- 
ing its scope. The more interests are in- 
volved the more numerous and influential 
are its opponents. The more numerous 
its opponents the more likely is the law 
to be defeated, The lobby understands 
this perfectly. The appeal to so-called 
“principle,” the demand that the law be 
made “general,” is one of the lobby’s 
own devices, resorted to regularly when 
more direct methods of atack seem HMkely 
to fail. Should an extra session be called 
every newspaper the lobby or the corpor- 
ations back of it can control or influence 
will be industriously employed trying to 
confuse the public judgment by appeals 
to alleged principle.“ 

A fellow-servant bill is for the relief of 
laboring men who suffer from the dis- 
criminations of the present law. The 
bill that should pass is the bill that these 
laboring men, through their duly author- 
ized spokesmen, demand. They know 
what they want. They know what pit- 
falls to avoid. They know that it is some- 
times better to get half a loaf than no 
bread at all. They havé learned by ex- 
perience that they are frequently tempt- 
ed to demand the whole loaf so that 
forces may be rallied that will deny them 
even acrumb, - 

Opposition to the law the laborers de- 
mand under the plea that a better law— 
a law based on “principle’’—is needed is 
simply hiding the dagger of the lobbyist 
beneath the cloak of pretended friend- 
Ship.

FARCICAL CITY TREASURY GUARDS. 


The excuse given by Comptroller Stur- 
geon and Auditor Brown for approving 
the payment of the $10,381 retained under 
the street-cleaning contract, when it 
should have been held as a forfeit, was 
that they had no official notification of 
crooked dealing or of the City Coun- 
selor’s opinion and could not take cogni- 
gance of newspaper information, They 
practically aver that their responsibility 
does not extend beyond seeing that the 
vouchers are in regular form. 

The Comptroller is charged with the 
general supervision of the fiscal affairs 
of the city and especially that no liability 
is incurred and no expenditure made 
from the City Treasury without due au- 
thority of law. He can require all claims, 
returns, settlements and reports to be 


verified t

guarded. 

Are these effective checks supplied? Do 
these officers do their duty when they 
merely see that the vouchers against the 
Treasury are drawn up in regular form? 
Is an account properly “supervised’’ or 
“audited” by seeing that it is properly 
worded and that the arithmetic is cor- 
rect, without regard to the honesty of the 
claim? 

Suppose the voucher of Contractor 
Mueller had been made out for about 
$10,000 in excess of his claim. Would the 
Comptroller and Auditor be justified in 
approving and drawing the amount be- 
cause they had no official knowledge of 
the steal and because the voucher was in 
correct shape? 

There is no essential difference between 
approving a crooked claim which ought 
to be examined and held for adjudica- 
tion and approving a clear steal. If the 
Comptroller and Auditor are correct 
in their views of their duties there is no 
protection for the City Treasury and they 
are drawing $4,000 salaries for work which 
can be done by a $10-a-week clerk.

TRUST ROBBERY. 


There is no occasion for surprise in the 
discovery that the officers of the Whisky 
Trust have been guilty of crooked deal- 
ings in trust stock and have been robbing 
the trust. The robbed stockholders had 
no right to expect anything else. 

The Whisky Trust, like any other ille- 
gal combination to squeeze the public, 
was formed for looting purposes. Its 
cardinal principle was loot. Its existence 
and looting opportunities could only be 
maintained by bribery and evasion of the 
law. 

The stockholders who went into the 
concern knew this. They knew that the 
trust must be managed on the robber 
plan; that large sums of money must be 
set aside under various dishonest pre- 
texts to kill competition, to buy in use- 
less distilleries, to close up others, to 
“fix’’ judges, legislators and public offi- 
cials. They knew that they had to have 
men at the head of the concern capable 
of doing this work and trained in the arts 
of peculation under legal forms. 

The step from one form of dishonesty 
to another is short. When-the moral 
barriers are broken down in one direction 


they are easily broken down in all di- 


rections. Men who stoop to rob the pub- 
lic and bribe and commit burglary and 
incendiarism in the interest of a corpora- 
tion do not hesitate to rob the corpora- 
tion when opportunity offers. Men who 
learn to cover corruption funds under 
false vouchers and cooked accounts 
soon learn to cover stealings in the same 
way. , 

The element of dishonesty is an in- 
herent element of every trust concern. 
There is probably not a trust in exist- 
ence whose officers have not robbed the 
stockholders either by swindling specu- 
lation or by actual peculation. There is 
little difference between the two methods. 


FOR THE BENEFIT OF BOSSES. 


If Gov. Stone will give attention to 
House bill No. 781, providing for the hold- 
ing of primary elections in cities of 100,- 
000 inhabitants and over, which passed 
the Senate and House, the Post-Dispatch 
feels assured that he will withhold his 
approval from it. 

The bill embodies a long step back- 
ward to the darkest days of bossism in 
municipal politics. It removes all the 
legal safeguards thrown around primary 
elections in cities. It vests the absolute 
control of primaries in the hands of the 
Central Committeemen of the parties. 
It empowers the party committees to fix 
the time of holding primary elections, 
to certify to the Recorder the candidates 
and delegates to be voted for and to ap- 
point judges and clerks of election. In 
case the judges and clerks fail to sign 
the returns the Central Committee can- 
vasses the votes and certifies the result 
to the convention, if delegates are voted 
for, or to the Recorder of Voters if candi- 
dates are voted for. The poll-books and 
ballot boxes are turned over to the com- 
mittee for that purpose. The committee 
is all powerful in its supervision of the 
elections. 

Should this bill become a law there 
would be no check on the power of the 
party bosses to fix the party tickets. 
They could set up candidates and dele- 
gations to suit themselves. .They could 
put in their tools as judges and clerks 
and determine who should vote and who 
should not vote, what ballots should be 
counted and what ballots not counted. 
The determination of the result would be 
wholly in their power. It would be use- 
less for voters to attend primary elec- 
tions. 

The bill should be vetoed.

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THE BANK OF FRANCE’S WAY. 


The statement of the Post-Dispatch 
in a recent editorial that the Bank of 


France maintains the parity of its gold 


and silver coin by a course diametric- 
ally opposite to that followed by the 
United States Treasury is corroborated 
by the letter from a resident of Paris, 
which we republish to-day. 

The Post-Dispatch made the point 
that whereas the United States Treasury 
pretends to maintain the parity between 
the two metals, it actually discriminated 
against silver by paying only in gold on 
demand and surrendered the option given 
it by law to pay in either metal. The 
Bank of France, on the other hand, main- 
tains the parity of the two metals by 
insisting that the coin of one is as good 
as the coin of the other and by exercising 
its option to pay in either or both. 

The Bank of France does not hesitate 


and protect the credit of a government 
is to make no distinction between the 
coins of either. Just as clear is the prop- 
osition that the way to destroy the parity 
of two metals and expose the govern- 
ment’s resources to speculative raids is 
to treat one metal as superior to the 
other and make all the forms of money 
except one debts to be Mquidated in the 
favored money.

KEEP OUT OF POLITICS, 


The organizers of the St. Louis Manu- 
facturers’ Association will act wisely if 
they decide not to include tampering with 
the tariff question as one of the objects 
of the organization. 

It may be accepted as a maxim that 


} the less business organizations have to do 


with politics as organizations the better 
for both business and politics. When 
business organizations go into politics 
they necessarily represent special inter- 
ests, without regard to political princi- 
ples or the general welfare. Profits are 
always involved, and the use of money 
and business influence becomes sooner or 
later a factor in securing the ends sought. 
Business men learn to seek and lean 
upon Government favor and this favor 
must be obtained or maintained in the 
face of popular disapproval by illegiti- 
mate means. 

The history of the political dabbling of 
the manufacturers’ clubs of Philadelphia 
and Pittsburg is connected with the most 
disgraceful episodes in American politics. 
Out of their interest in politics grew the 
big slush fund with its train of elgctoral 
corruption and legislative loot. It is a 
lesson of the tendency of “business poli- 
tics” never to be forgotten by the Ameri- 
can people. 

The other objects suggested for the 
Association are excellent and open an 
ample field of usefulness. It can do much 
in the way of securing encouragement 
and wider opportunity for manufactur- 
ing enterprise and industry in St. Louis. 
Relief from unjust or unwise tax bur- 
dens, the increase of railroad facilities, 
the opening of new trade territory, the 
advertisement of St. Louts’ advantages 
and the general promotion of manufact- 
uring interests are admirable objects 
which will amply repay organized and 
individual activity. The Association will 
meet a recognized need in these matters.

The Bank of France is the special custo- 
dian, and, I might almost say, the warden 
of the legitimate trade and commerce of the 
Republic, having for the object of its exist- 
ence the general welfare and prosperity of 
the Commonwealth. This guildi principle 
is never departed from and the ‘metitution 
enjoys the unlimited confidence of the citi- 
zens of ce. Any attempt to exploit its 
treasures by piratical or speculative bankers 
or by exporters of the precious metals would 
be regarded as a crime, almost as 
treason. The reserve of gold and silver in 
the Bank of France is regarded as sacred 
as the “Ark of the Covenant,” and the 
bank is authorized to suspend specie pay- 
ments in case it should be menaced. It is 
authorized to issue paper to the colossal 
amount of four thousand millions of francs. 
This paper can be redeemed in “gold or 
silver.“ It is usually redéemed in gold and 
silver, the proportions of each bere en- 
tirely optional with the bank. mall 
amounts, not exceeding five or six thousand 
francs, are usually redeemed in gold for 
the accommodation of trade, but a sum, 
even as small as ten thousand francs, would 
not be redeemed in gold alone, unless as a 
special favor granted to a client of the in- 
stitution, the almost invariable rule being 
to pay half in gold and half in silver. 

The Bank of France could not be induced 
to traffic im the precious metals, unless 
there was a vast surplus of gold in its 
vaults. The paper of the Bank of France 
is a legal tender and even if it should sus- 
pend specie payment in the exercise of -its 
wise discretion its credit would not be im- 
paired in France. To avoid a cataclysm, or 
even a crisis, damaging to the trade and 
prosperity of the country, the bank would 
not hesitate to come to the rescue by sus- 
pending specie payment, thus floating with 
its vast volume of circulation the trade and 
commerce, however embarrassed, from the 
reefs and rocks of disaster. This right to 
suspend specie payment to relieve a strin- 
gent money market, even if its reserve 
should not have been encroached on, is re- 
garded as the safety value of the bank. Thd 
reserve of the Bank of France is known 
as le Tresor de Guerre,“ and can never be 
touched. It was not even qiolated to ransom 
the territory from the Prussians. The bank, 
however, suspended, and did not formally 
resume until 1884, about ten years since. 
Thus, you see, bimetallism flourishes in 
France, as well as in all the European 
States forming the Latin Union. However, 
Free coin of silver’’ does not exist as it 
did formerly. You cannot now take your 
ingot of silver to the mint“ and receive 
silver coin stamped with the image of the 
French Divinity. Otherwise, bimetallism en- 
joys all its ancient rights and privileges. 
The Bank of France receives foreign coin 
at a certain valuation, fixed by the mint,“ 
when the surplus of gold is very large, ex- 
changes gold for silver at a premium. 
Several years since the Bank of England 
was compelled to replenish its reserve by 
negotiating a loan of seventy-five millions 
of francs in gold. This loan was negotiated 
by the Rothschilds of London with the 
Bank of France at the rate of 3 per cent in- 
terest.

Bertram, who was with her when the acci- 


dent happened, were under the influence of 
liquor was fully established at the Coroner's 
inghest Tuesday afternoon, although Ber- 


tram denied that he drank anything before 


leaving town with the girl, when questioned 
by reporters of the Post-Dispatch, before 
he was placed on the stand. 

The details of the tragedy, as recited by 
witnesses before the Coroner’s jury, give 
a coloring to the story that could not be 
learned until the persons in possession of 
the information had been placed under oath. 
Bertram is a dull sort of country boy,whom

She was 
left entirely alone at one of the darkest, 
loneliest and least-frequented nts on the 
roadway leading north from Collinsville, and 
yet the approach of anyone would have been 
greeted as a godsend by the sorely af- 
fiicted girl, who seemed to realize from the 
first that her soul must soon wing its flight 
and that perhaps before morning's. dawn 
she would be called to face her God, 
Deserted, even by her companion in the 
fatal debauch, she prayed for the light of 
day whenever her confused and burning 
brain realized that some passer-by must 
surely come to her assistance. Hour after 
hour the lonely vigil of the night was passed, 
hoping, almost against hope, that help 
would come, while her life blood slowly 
ebbed and she felt her strength gradually 
failing.

she yearned for her babe, which she loved 
with a passion born of the ill-treatment, and 
even abuse, she had suffered at the hands of 
those whose kind words, or even slight en- 
couragement, might have kept her from the 
Drink of the moral abyss down which she 
recklessly plunged when once the hand that 
had sustained her was withdrawn.

Independent Collections by Merchants 
Would Save Them Much Money, Ac- 
cording to Interior Bankers. 


St. Louis merchants grow more indignant | 


daily over the excessive, charges of local 
banks for collecting country checks. It is 
claimed the Clearing-house Association 
in passing such a rule, was not only short- 
sighted and inimical to the best interests 
of the city, but that its action is driving 
trade from the city. 

The banks assert that the charges are 
the actual cost of collection. This is not 
true. Moreover, there is not another city 


in the country where such charges are 
made. If such conditions existed in other 
markets in competition with St. Louis, some 
allowance might be made for St. Louis 
bankers. As the situation now stands the 
ban are making immense proportionate 
— 4 on their collections. St. Louis mer- 
chants, unable to insist upon customers pay- 
ing exchange, are the losers. Any attempt 
by business men to compel customers to 
pay collection charges means the diversion 
ST estes to other markets. 

An illustration of the extortion of the 
charges made by local banks is given by 
James M. Houston of the J. M. Houston Gro- 
cer Co. Mr. Houston had felt the banks’ 
‘charges seriously, and with a view to avoid- 
ing them if possible, sent circulars to coun- 
try banks in St. Louis Territory requesting 
their lowest terms for collecting checks for 
him on their own and adjacent banks. 

An Illinois bank, near St. Louis, proposed 
to charge 15 cents per $100 of checks on items 
on near-by banks and 10 cents per $100 on 
their own checks. 

Another Illinois bank offered to do the 
collecting at the rate of 5 cents for each $5) 
of checks, regardless of number, and pro- 
portionately for larger amounts. 

A Missouri bank offered to make all col- 
lections at the rate of 10 cents for each $100 
of checks, no charge to be less than 10 cents. 

One bank in Illinois, near St. Louis, pro- 
posed, on its own checks, to make no charge 
and 10 cents per $100 on checks on near-by 
banks. With this proposition was enclosed 
a collection slip of the Continental Bank of 
this city. With this slip had been sent to 
the country bank four items, aggregating 
$192.25. For making these collections, the 
country bank charged the Continental Na- 
tional a total of 25 cents. The Continental 
charged its customers 15 cents each, or 60 
cents. The St. Louls bank thus made a 
profit, allowing 2 cents for postage, of 123 
per cent on its actual investment. 

Another bank in Missouri sent a collec- 
tion slip of the Boatman’s Bank. With this 
slip had been enclosed to the country bank 
seven items aggregating $176. For making 
these collections the country bank charged 
the Boatman’s 25 cents. The Boatman’s 
charged its customers. 15 cents for each 
item, or $1.6. This was a profit to the St. 
Louis bank, allowing 2 cents for postage, 
of 289 per cent. 

Mr. Chas. R. Gregory of H. T. Simon & 
Gregory Dry Goods Co. considers that the 
banks should bear with the merchants their 
proportion of the expense of collecting the 
country checks. As long as competing mar- 
kets do not charge country merchants for 
exchange, St. Louis should not do so. The 
banks, he thought, should be public-spirited 


enough to stand their share of the cost.” 


They should not have gone into the matter 
at all unless there was a general agree- 
ment between all of the leading cities of the 
country.

AS A WITCH 


A Woman Was Burned to Death in Ire- 
land. 


WATERFORD, Treland, Mardh 27.—A 
most extraordinary case of murdes, arising 
from superstition, was inquired into to- 
day by the Special Court of Clonmel, twen- 
ty-five miles from heré. Ten persons were 
arraigned before the court, charged with 
murdering a woman named Cleary, because 


they supposed her to be a witch. The prison- 
ers incladed the murd woman’s hus- 
band and father. Tie evidence showed that 
Mrs. Cleary was suff from nervous- 
ness and bronchitis and her husband, be- 
lieving her to be bewitched, obtained a 
concoction of herbs from a neighbor to ex- 
pel the evil spirit. Then, while the other 
risoners held the unfortunate woman in 
ed, he foreed the obnoxious concoction 
down her throat. After this the suffering 
woman was held over a fire and dreadfully 
burned until she declared in the name of 
God that she was not Cleary’s wife. This 
torture was repeated on the following day, 
but the woman refused to conform to her 
husband's request, whereupon he knocked 
her down, str PR off her clothing, poured 
paraffine over her body, then lighted it. 
The woman burned to death in the pres- 
ence of six male and two female relatives. 
Cleary declared that he was not burnin 
his wife, but that he was burning a witch 
and that. she would disappear up the 
chimney. 


When the woman was dead her husband 
collected her charred remains in a sheet and 
buried them in a dyke, beneath the mud, 
where they were found a week later. The 
prisoners, who were remanded, narrowly 
escaped lynching.

“China is now in a state of war with our 
country, but she has, with a due observ- 
ance of the forms of international etiquette, 
sent an ambassador for the conclusion of 
peace.

‘Thus it was incumbent upon us, in pur- 
suance with international usage, to afford 
the ambassador treatment consistent with 
the national honor and to accord him a suit- 
able escort for his protection. We conse- 
quently gave orders to all functionaries to 
use the utmost diligence, and it is, there- 
fore, with profound grief that we now have 
to express our regret that a ruffian should 
have dared to inflict personal injury upon 
the Chinese ambassador. 

The culprit must receive the severest 
punishment provided by law.. Our official 
justice must protect our wishes to preserve 
the glory of this country untarnished, and 
must provide against the recurrence of such 
violence.“

EXPRESS ROBBERY SUIT.

The filing of a suit for $35,000 by the Wells- 
Fargo Express Company against the Adams

AH! HA! BEN ALI. 


The California Horse Said to Have Been 
Raced as a Ringer. 


NEW YORK, March 27.—A case of alleged 
ringing came to light a few days ago. In 
18938 John A. Goldsmith brought from Cali- 
fornia the bay horse Ben Ali, which had a 


record of 2:22, and campaigned him on half 
a dozen of the most prominent trotting 
tracks in the Hast, where thousands of ex- 
perienced horsemen saw him perform. At 
the close of the season Goldsmith sold the 
horse to John McGuire of this city. The 
next that was known Ben Ali turned up in 
the hands of H. H. Ballou, of Green Point, 
trotting at New City and other places as 
Sagwa, and at Orangeburg and Parkway 
track under the name of John Y., according 
to the testimony now in the hands of a 
prominent horseman who has been looking 
up the case for M. M. Morse, Secretary of 
the National Trotting Association.
